Who Is the Unsaved Man? 

God’s Word uses several terms 
or ideas describing the unsaved 
man, such as “the transgressor 


of the law,” “the unrighteous 
man,” “unbelievers,” “sinners,” 
“rejecters of Jesus,” “dead in 


trespasses and sins,” and “lost.” 
It plainly teaches that “all have 
sinned, and come short of the 
glory of God” (Rom. 3:23), that 
they are conceived in sin and born 
in iniquity, that none are right- 
eous, that man goes astray from 
the womb, that the heart of man 
is deceitful above all things and 
desperately wicked, that men of 


themselves “are like unto whited 
sepulchres, . full of dead men’s 
bones, and of all uncleanness” 


(Matt. 23:27). Its message is clear 
that man has nothing in himself, 
no merit of righteousness, that 
can save him from his innate 
and inherited taint of sin, nor 
can he of himself do or perform 
any act of righteousness’. by 
which he will purchase the favor 
and pardon of God. 


Paul says, “Therefore by the 
deeds of the law there shall no 
flesh be justified in his sight” 
(Rom. 3:20). Isaiah says, “We 
are all as an unclean thing, and 
all our righteousnesses are as 
filthy rags” (Isa. 64:6). John 3:18, 
36, says, “He that believeth not 
is condemned already, ... He that 
believeth not the Son shall not see 
life; but the wrath of God abideth 
on him.” Paul says, “Ye were 
without Christ, being aliens . 
strangers from the covenants of 
promise, having no hope, and with- 
out God” (Eph. 2:12). 

These Scriptures and many 
others indicate that the unsaved 
man’s condition before God is un- 
speakably bad, and that he must 
have outside and powerful help 
if he is to be saved. They teach 
that neither morality, nor charity, 
nor sincerity of purpose, nor any 
form of _ self-righteousness. will 
save a man. They show that 
neither joining a church, nor sub- 
mitting to an ordinance, nor con- 
fession to a priest, nor. the 
manipulations of ecclesiastical 


tricks, or anything of this kind 
will either save, or help save, or 
keep saved. The plain teaching of 
the Bible is that every man is 


lost, undone in sin and without 
hope, helplessly involved in eter- 
nal ruin, and deserves and re- 
ceives God’s wrath unless he 
trusts himself by an act of heart- 
faith in repenting submission to 
Jesus Christ as his _ personal 
Saviour. 

The unsaved man, then, is he 
who has not personally accepted 
by faith Christ as Lord and 
Saviour. 


What Is the Peril of the 
Unsaved Man? 


Has he any security of safety 
in his sin? By no means. He walks 
every hour in mortal danger. His 
moments are all in risk and peril. 
God tells him in Jeremiah 23:12, 
that he stands on “slippery ways 
in the darkness,” and in Deuter- 
onomy 32:35, that his “foot shall

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Free Love on the Campus 

Professor Leo F. Koch, a biolo- 
gy instructor at the University of 
Illinois, was ousted from his posi- 
tion after expressing in print his 
belief that sexual relations before 
marriage are not necessarily bad. 
Koch’s letter, which appeared in 
the columns of the Daily Illini, the 
student newspaper, said: 

“. « « There is no reason why 
sexual intercourse should not be 
condoned among those sufficient- 
ly mature to engage in it with- 
out social consequences and with- 
out violating the known code of 
morality and ethics. 

“A mutually satisfactory sexual 
experience would eliminate the 
need for many hours of frustrated 
petting and lead to much happier 
and longer-lasting marriages 
among our younger men and wom- 
en,” 

This issue of the Daily Illini 
was followed by “a flood of let- 
ters and phone calls from angry 
parents” and the president of the 
University, Dr, David Dodds Hen- 
ry, fired the foolisH professor, de- 
claring his views to be “offensive 
and repugnant” and stating that 
“their public espousal may be in- 
terpreted as an encouragement of 
immoral behavior.” 

Professor Koch did 

Dr. Henry did right 

Yet the firing of Koch was fol- 
lowed by: 

(1) A rally in Koch’s defense at 
the University YMCA (of all 
places!) attended by about 200 
students and several faculty mem- 
bers; (2) A resolution drafted by 
the Student Committee on Liberal 
Action, demanding Koch's rein- 
statement and denouncing Univer- 
sity officials; (3) The hanging of 
a well-dressed dummy bearing Dr. 
Henry’s name on a tree in front 
of the campus YMCA headquar- 
ters; and, (4) An emergency meet- 
ing of the University of L[linois 
student Senate to study “all of 
the issues” revolving around the 
dismissal of Koch. 

Later the Student Government 
Council at the University of Michi- 
gan voted 7 to 5 to support Koch’s 
right to express his opinion on free 
love and sent a statement to the 
president and board of trustees at 
the University of Illinois insisting 
that the professor “has not only 
the right to state his views, but 
also the responsibility to do so.” 

Koch claimed that “a very large 
majority (of the students). would 
favor my:right td express my 
views, and I believe an actual ma- 
jority favor the views.” However, 
the pastor of the nearby McKinley 


wrong, 


Memorial Inited -resbvterian 
Church, Rev. James R. Hine. a 
minister responsible for 1.900 
Presbyterian students, said: “I 
would say ‘that by and large the 
students disagree th him. They 
feel that his general ideas are 
contrary to their own moral stan- 
dards and religious orientation.” 
The minister said of the pro- 
fessor’s controversial letter: “This 


is the grossest oversimplification 
of facts and the iost inadequate 


treatment of a complex and im- 
portant aspect of human existence 
that “I’ve ever had the agony to: 
read.” 

After all was said and done, 
Koch refused to repent and even 


elaborated on his stand of free 
love for the students. He declared 
that he saw no obiection in stu- 
dents who planned to eventually 
marry retaining apartments and 
living together. Said he: “If we 
begin to practice what we preach 
in society, I see no problem in 
having young unmarried couples 
living together like anyone else. 
If this were allowed, I believe that 
the appeal of the forbidden (fruit 
would be. lessened.” 

What a philosophy that is! Any 
time forbidden fruit becomes 
temovting, simply withdraw the 
prohibition and permit partaking! 
If this is illustrative of Profes- 
sor Koch’s thinking, he should 
have been fired long ago for in- 
tellectual reasons, let alone moral 
ones! 

The tragedy of the whole sitva- 
tion is that so many rally to the

lors and all] hikers and riders are 
escorted by counsellors. 

The evening meal is at 6:00. 
Such appetites these young people 
have! The evening service begins 
at 7:30. It is strictly evangelistic. 


There is a fine song service with 
syecial musical numbers. All of 
this is in the sign language, of 
course. Then the Hunts teach the 
Bible with visual aids and object 
lessons. This is followed by a re- 
vival message by Evangelist Car- 
ter Bearden who is deaf and 
preaches in the sign language. 
When he has finished I speak 
briefly in signs and give an invita- 
tion for the unsaved to accept 
Christ and for those who are al- 
ready saved to rededicate them- 
selves to the Lord. 


These young people are, for the 
most part, wonderfully attentive. 
The evening service usually lasts 
until 9:30 or 9:45. Then everyone 
goes to the dining hall for fifteen 
or twenty minutes. Some get pop 
or ice cream, some play table ten- 
nis and many are grouped around 
counsellors asking Bible questions. 


Shortly after 10:00 everyone 
comes to attention while one of us 
leads in prayer. Then the girls are 
dismissed to go to their rooms and 
five minutes later the boys are 
dismissed. After getting a drink 
and going to the rest rooms, the 
boys go to their cabins and each 
counsellor has devotion with his 
own group before they turn in for 
the night. 


The Gospel of Power 


Last night was the first night 
we have had an invitation. I had 
already talked with Evangelist 
Bearden, the Hunts and all of the 
counsellors and explained to them 
that there would be no high pres- 
sure of any kind and that we 
would be very slow in giving an in- 
vitation of any kind. We wanted 
to be dead sure that these young 
people understood they were sin- 
ners and that Christ had died for 
them and that they ought to be 
Saved and could be saved through 
receiving the Lord Jesus Christ. 


At the conclusion of his message 
last night (Wednesday night) we 
gave the first invitation. I said if | 
there were those present who had 
already been saved but who had 
not been living for Christ they 


were invited to come forward for 
counsel and prayer if they wished 
to rededicate themselves to the| 
Saviour. Immediately young peo- | 
ple began filling the aisles. Many, | 
manv were in tears and some were 
sobbing openly. | 

“Why are you coming?” I would | 
ask each one. | 

“I am ashamed, I am ashamed, | 
I have done wrong,” a girl said. | 
She had been saved here two years 
ago. I did not ask what it was_| 
that she had done but told her I} 
would pray for her in a minute) 
and her counsellor would talk with 
her later in her room. 

Many confessed various sins. 
Several boys said that they had 
been smoking, another said he had 
been lying to his father, another 
that she had been talking mean to 
her mother. I did not count the 
ones who came for rededication. 
There must have been fifty. 


Then I asked if there were those 
present who had never been saved 
but who would confess to God that 
they were sinners and would turn 
from their sins and here and now 
receive Christ as their Lord and 
Saviour. 

That was all we said. There was 
no urging, no coaxing, no plead- 
ing. Almost at once twenty-seven 
young people stepped out. We did 
not continue the invitation.. We 
had the congregation sit down and 
arranged for seats at the front for 
those who had come forward. I 
explained to those who had come 
forward that it would not help 
them nor us nor God nor anyone 
else for them to come forward un- 
less they were completely sincere 
in doing so. I went over the plan 
of salvation again and Carter 


———— 


Bearden spoke briefly saying he 
would bring messages showing 
them how to live for Christ. 

We dismissed the service and 
asked everyone to go straight to 
their cabins. 

Several of the counsellors asked 
Cathy or Betty or Kaye to come 
and help them deal with girls who 
wanted to be saved. This con- 
tinued last night until past mid- 
night. 

This morning at the early morn- 
ing prayer service there was a 
brief message and earnest prayer 
that God would continue to speak 
to hearts and a spirit of revival 
would continue. The Lord gra- 
ciously answered this prayer. 


At the breakfast table a young 
man came and stood beside my 
chair. “Aren't you hungry?” I 
asked. “No,” he replied, “I want 
to be saved.” 


I excused myself from the table 
and he and I went outside where 
I explained again the simple plan 
of salvation and he prayed, con- 
fessing his sins and asking God to 
save him and forgive him. 


Breakfast was about over when 
we went back into the dining hall 
and I made necessary announce- 
ments and dismissed the group. 
The counsellors gathered to pray 
and discuss problems (if any) 
when two boys came into the 
room. Someone told them we were 
busy and they should wait outside 
until after the meeting. One of 
the boys, in sign language, said, 
“But we must see Rice in a hur- 
ry.” I walked over to ask them 
what they wanted and they said, 
“We are not yet saved. You must 
tell us how to be saved.” 

They were wonderfully saved. 

Two more boys were saved this 
morning after Cathy’s class al- 
though she, of course, gave no in- 
vitation. 

Twelve more young people came 
forward at the conclusion of Mr. 
Bearden’s message this morning. 

I think I have never seen the 
Spirit of God work more.wonder- 
fully. Mr. Pittman, who is here 
with a group from Texas, says the 
same thing. The McDonalds, here 
with a group from Mississippi, say 
the same thing. I believe all the 
staff agrees. I know -mMy poor 
heart has been strangely warmed 
and moved. 

Again we thank God with all 
our hearts for the privilege of 
preaching Christ to the deaf. And 
again Cathy and I very earnestly 
dedicate ourselves to this work. 

And again we earnestly thank 
God for those of you who support 
this work with your prayer and 
your money. There would be no 
Cumberwood if it were not for 
you. 

Let all who read this pray for 
us as God lays it on your heart 
and help as you are able. Let all 
of us remember, 

“The fruit of the righteous is a 
tree of life; and he that winneth 
souls is wise”’—Proverbs 11:30.

paring copy for the publication 
from the time of its beginninge 
She has received neither remun- 
eration nor expense money. 


It is never an easy thing to 
come to the end of a great ad- 
venture. But such is the course 
of human events and the final 
verdict of life itself is that every 
undertaking, such as I am now 
consummating, must come to an 
end. 1 am only sorry that the fin- 
ish could not have been more 
satisfactory. And yet I am not 
ashamed of the effort I have made 
nor do I regret in the least that 
I have given the final strength of 
my life to the cause represented 
by Tha Methodist Challenge. 
Whether or not I have in any 
part succeeded is not the ques- 
tion. That I have refused to re- 
main silent and be content while 
evil forces ate at the very vitals of 
the great Methodist church and 
of my nation is the question. Any 
failures I have made may be 
charged to my lack of ability, my 
failure to proceed with wisdom 
and proper foresight. It can never 
be said that I have not honestly 
and earnestly tried. 

As I bid my large army of read¢ 
ers, among them being many faith- 
ful personal friends, goodbye, I 
must say a purely personal word. 
I have not been as good a man as 
I should have been. I have been 
a soldier rather than a saint. My 
faults have been many and at 
times almost if not fatal, I think 
I have been too impulsive. I know 
I have at times been too severe. 
I am sorry for all my shortcom- 
ings and repent heartily of my 
blunders. It is possible that at 
times the personal element has 
entered in too pronouncedly, as 
I have faced the issues involved. 
It has been very difficult indeed 
for me to separate great evils 
from the human channels through 
which they flowed. I have found 
myself constantly tempted to at- 
tack men who seemingly with will- 
ingness lent themselves, and often 
their high and almost holy of- 
fices, to the disintegrating process- 
es that in my opinion have hin- 
dered and at times almost checked 
entirely the spiritual impétus of 
Protestant ristianity and és- 
pecially th® revival tides of the 
Methodism I love. I am sorry if 
at times I have seemed to pursue 
relentlessly such human personali- 
ties. I have not, even to this mo- 
ment, discovered any other suc- 
cessful way of exposing’ the 
wrongs that everywhere exist. 

If I know my heart I hate no 
man, nor have I éver had hatred 
in my heart for any man. I pray 
for all men and I pray sincerely 
to be forgiven as I forgive. But I 
do sincerely hate evil of every 
character. I hate corruption and 
despise the wrongs that have 
brought our world and our church 
to near chaos. Where evil and 
corruption and wrong are in the 
abstract, I hate them. When and 
where they become concrete, I 
hate them. Possibly my greatest 
weakness has been in my inability 
at times to differentiate, as I have 
said, between the forces that prey 
upon humanity and Christianity, 
and the human instruments that 
lend themselvés to those forces for 
the accomplishment of their fatal 
purposes. The souls of men I love. 
The evil deeds of men, who have 
become wholly evil in their influ- 
ence and actions, I despise. How 
to separate such evil men from 
their evil deeds has been a task 
at times almost if not impossible 
with me. I confess that I love 
some men more than others. 

As I come to the end of the 
trail, of which I have so often 
written in this magazine, I very 
naturally cast about as to the 
factors that have influenced my 
life and ask myself whether or 
not I would choose the same path, 
if I had thé choice of a new jour- 
ney. I am sure I would not pur- 
posely change the source of my 
life. I am glad I was born in 
America, to a Caucasian moun- 
tain mother and father. I am glad 
I was born in pdéverty in a small 
house, called today a cabin, in the 
foothills of Iron Mountain in the 
Blue Ridge mountains of Virginia. 
These physical circumstances of 
my life did something definitely 
worth while to me and for me. 
T would not change them in thé 
least if I had the journey to make 
all over again. 

Certainly I would not change 


my éarly Christian home for any 
of the modern homelife I know. 
Although my mother and father, 
at the time of my birth, would 
have been called illiterate, having 
never had school advantages such 
as we have today, they were hon- 
est, earnest Christians. The fam- 


i ily altar was a “must” in that lit-| 


tle house in the hills. My father 
read the Bible and read it well. 
We all sang a hymn. My mother’s 
voice, which was sweet and clear, 
always dominated the singing and 
my father prayed: When father 
was away, mother carried on. It 
was the kindof Christian home 
that would not be denied its right- 
ful influence over the children. 
The whole family of six children 
became Christians in:childhood. 


We were Methodists in a day 
when the Methodist church was 
tremendously important in those 
mountains. We worshipped in a 
small log church. I was convertéd 
there at nine years of age. I have 
seen my mother shout in that Tit- 
tle meeting house. My father was 
a steward in the church. When I 
was almost ten and there were 
five of us, father announced that 
he was called to .preach. Every- 
thing changed for us quickly. 

Against the advice of relatives 


and friends, he and mother up- 
rooted their little family, went 
over ~to a small village by the 


railroad, where a small Methodist 
College was doing business, and 
there my father did what would 
now appear impossible. He got a 
good preparatory education, while 
mother took in boarders and did 
sewing for the Professors’ wives. 
Within three years he was a Meth- 
odist circuit rider. None of this 
would I change to the amount of 
one shadow, were I travelling life's 
pathways anew. 


The hardships of my early 
youth, the privations that attend- 
ed my bringing up, the work and 
toil and sweat of those days, I 
would not alter in the least. All 
that was good for me. The bur- 
dens of my boyhood did much for 
me. The fact that I was forced to 
work my way through college and 
thus spend every summer. vaca+ 
tion, without thought of éven a 
week’s rest, put something into 
me that was invaluable. It was 
tough but it made me tough for 
the trip. There were no softening 
processes in my journey to mature 
manhood. All this was good! 

I went into the Methodist min- 
istry naturally. It would have been 
impossible for me to have done 
otherwise. I was a Methodist by 
heritage and more. My people be- 
fore me were Methodists because 
they believed something very 
strongly..I would not change that 
one whit. I glory in it. 

Howéver, if I° were a young 
man, entering the ministry today, 
I would not be a Methodist 
preacher in the modern Methodist 
church, I have come to that de- 
cision, not because Methodist doc- 
trine has not remained dear to me 
to this hour. In doctrinal posi- 
tion I am wholeheartedly Meth- 
odist. I am a Wesleyan in my 
faith and belief. I am loyal to the 
Articles of Religion of the Meth- 
odist Church andvto the Apostles’ 
Creed, In a life and ministry of 
Over sixty years, I have not 
changed one iota in all of this. 
I believe with all my soul in the 
program of original Methodism. 
Her great revivals have glowed 
like beacons in all my past. No 
Protestant church, in my opinion, 
is so rich in glorious heritage as 
the Methodist church. 

But. something has happened: 
First, the Methodism of today is 
not the Methodism of the Wesleys 
or even of the days of my boy- 
hood and youth. Second, Methodist 
ecclesiastical machinery has be- 
comé second only to Roman Cath- 
olic ecclesiastical machinery. So 
much is this second observation 
true, and so critical has the eco- 
nomic situation become with 
Methodist ministers, especially 
those who have families, that 
most Methodist preachers have 
been forced to surrender their 
freedom as God’s ambassadors 
rather than bring upon themselves 
the frowns of their ecclesiastical 
superiors. 

I am told that my forebears in 
Germany refused to endure tyran- 
nical treatment at the hands of 
their German masters and fled to 
Holland, dtifing the persecution of 
Martin Luther, from which coun- 
try they embarked for America, 
hoping there to find freedom. At 
least, some stream of subborn ab-

the afflictions, necessities, distress- 
es, stripes, imprisonments, tumults, 
labors, watchings, fastings, which 
are the proper evidence of a good 
minister of Christ, and then he 
gives the triumphant truth that we 
can have honour in dishonour. We 
can have good report at the same 
time we have evil report. We can 
be branded as deceivers and yet 
walk in the truth of God. We can 
be “unknown and yet well known, 
as dying, and, behold, we live; as 
chastened, and not killed.” Then 
he adds, “As sorowful, yet always 
rejoicing” (II Cor. 6:10). So all 
the sorrows that God’s apostle 
went through did not dim his 
constant joy. 

Indeed, we find that his sorrows 
were a part of his joy. He rejoiced 
that his persecution had “fallen out 
rather unto the furtherance of the 
gospel” (Phil. 1:12). He could 
give thanks for everything know- 
ing that “all things work together 
for good to them that love God, to 
them who are the called according 
to his purpose” (Rom. 8:28). 

Oh, all things about us are from 
God. As Dr. Bob Jones has well 
said, “For a Christian, life is not 
divided into the secular and the 
sacred. To him all ground is holy 
' ground, every bush a burning bush, 
and every place a temple of wor- 
ship.” Since God has things under 
perfect control and His infinite 
love constantly remembers His 
dear ones, we can rejoice in what- 
ever God sends, whether we under- 
stand it or not. That which tastes 
bitter will turn out to be sweet

as well as 


to the Christian, and that which 
seems great loss will turn out to 
be rich gain. 

This rejoicing of a Christian 
then is not affected by the circum- 
stances. The Christian can be as 
happy on a cloudy day as on a 
sunshiny day. The Christian can 
be as happy when he is lonely as 
when he is in the presence of the 
dearest loved ones. The Christian 
can be as happy when he is sick 
as when he is well. The rejoicing 
of a Christian is a divine rejoic- 
ing and it comes from eternal 
springs of blessing that God Him- 
self puts within and about us, so 
the Christian should rejoice ever- 
more and should “rejoice alway: 
and again I say, Rejoice.” 

Surely this constant rejoicing of 
a Christian is to flow out of that 
inward peace which Jesus promised 
to His disciples when He said, 
“Let not your heart be troubled 
...” (John 14:1), and “I will 
pray the Father, and he shall give 
you another Comforter, that he 
may abide with you for ever; 
Even the Spirit of Truth... .” 
(John 14:16,17), and when He 
said, “Peace I leave with you, my 
peace I give unto you: not as the 
world giveth, -give I unto you. 
Let not your heart be troubled, 
neither let it be afraid” (John 
14:27). 

Peace is simply a lack of trouble. 
Joy is a more positive emotion. 
And the Christian is plainly com- 
manded to “rejoice evermore,” is 
commanded, “rejoice in the Lord 
alway: and again I say, Rejoice.” 

Do you think it is impossible? 
Do you think it hard? Oh, no, dear 
child of God! Let us go through 
the blessed Word of God and see 
some of the things about which we 
are commanded and invited to re- 
joice. And we will learn that any 
time a Christian does not rejoice, it 


lis only because he does not pay at- 


tention to the riches and blessings 
which are present to rejoice. his 
heart every time he lets them. We 
will find that rejoicing evermore 
is the blessed privilege of every 
child of God and a basic duty. 


which are to them a great blessing, 
no one, unless it be a child, ever 
quotes John 3:16! And if a child 
quotes that sweet verse of Scrip- 
ture we smile. We are glad he 
has learned that lesson. But for 
us, why, that has become common- 
place, we have know that so long! 
But oh, I fear that in our familari- 


ty there is a certain contempt. 


fear that we have gotten used 
to the love of God which is so 
great that He gave His only be- 
gotten Son to keep us out of Hell! 
I think we Christians have usually 
forgotten the pit from which we 
were dug and mire out of which 
the dear Lord Jestis pulled us!

Every Christian should make the 
happy decision of the inspired 
Psalmist : 

“Thy testimonies have I taken

—(Ps. 119:111). 

I know of a millionaire lumber- 
man who built a marvelous man- 
sion for his wife and’ daughter. 
The mansion was on half a city 
block in a great city. I saw the 
tapestried walls, the parquet 
floors, the solid silver doorknobs 
and hinges on the solid Honduras 
mahogany doors. The building was 
of the most expensive face brick 
and ceramic tile. Even the servants’ 
quarters were a mansion. How 
this man delighted in the little 
private elevator to save steps for 
the wife he loved! That was a 
dream home built with infinite 
care and he expected to delight in 
it all of his life. But his wife died 
with a heart attack, his daughter 
ran away and married a drunkard, 
and he moved out of the house and 
insisted that his agent sell it at 
any price. So it went for a fraction 
of its worth. And the man never 
wanted to see. it again. 

But what a rich heritage in the 
Word of God which gets sweeter 
all the time! Blessed is the man 
that can say, “Thy testimonies 
have I taken as an heritage for 
ever: for they are the rejoicing 
of my heart” (Ps. 119:111). 


Oh, the young girl in love re- 
joices in the love letter from the 
man she hopes to marry. And she 
will save them all and tie them 
with a pink ribbon to keep for- 
ever. But afterward they seem a 
little silly, and she smiles at them, 
and the ardent swain who wrote 
them is ashamed of them. Not so 
with the blessed Word of God 
which is a love letter from Heaven 
that gets sweeter all the time. 

Jeremiah knew this sweetness, 
this joy of the Word of God. He 
was inspired to write in Jeremiah 
15:16, “Thy words were found, 
and I did eat them; and thy word 
was unto me the joy and rejoic-

It was blessed to 
minister under the power of the 
Holy Spirit and they rejoiced about 
it. But Jesus, who gave them that 
power, said, “Notwithstanding in 
this rejoice not,. that the spirits 
are subject unto you; but rather 
rejoice, because your names are 
written in heaven.” 

Sins forgiven! A name written 
down in Heaven! A possessor of 
eternal life! Partaker of the divine 
nature! Born of God, and passed 
out of condemnation into everlast- 
ing life! Oh, what a blessed state 
it is to be saved! 

I am afraid we preachers, we 
Sunday School teachers, we old- 
time Christians get too far away 
from the blessed joy of being 
saved. It would do us good to 
go down again to the rescue mis- 
sions and see how the converted 
Skid Row bums rejoice that God 
has forgiven them, that they are 
now made into sober, born-again 
children of God! 

I have often marvelled that 
when I have a Christian congrega- 
tion quote verses of Scripture 


that thirsteth, come ye to the 
waters . .” (Usa. 55:1) and I 
came. 

To that poor, frustrated, shabby 
woman of Samaria Jesus said, 
“Whosoever drinketh of this water 
shall thirst again: But whosoever 
drinketh of the water that I shall 
give him shall never thirst; but 
the water that I shall give him 
shall be in him a well of water 
springing up into everlasting life” 
(John 4:13, 14). So she drank, 
and the Lord Jesus put within her 
a living well of water that never 
ran dry. And so it is with every 
Christian. He has within himself 
a well of salvation. 

Sometimes the well is an ar- 
tesian well and it flows and flows. 
Sometimes the well seems deep 
and the water low, but the water 
is there and the promises are ours.

If there were’ no other reason 
for joy, our hearts ought to over- 
flow day and night, because our 
sins are forgiven, our names are 
written in Heaven, we are God’s 
own dear children and we are 
headed for glory! May I urge you, 
dear reader, to cultivate again a 
happy, glad heart every day over 
your salvation, the forgiveness of 
sins and the grace of God to’such 
poor, unworthy sinners as we are!

sisted I must lighten my schedule, 
leave off some personal campaigns, 
and rest. He insisted also that I 
should have lots of beef. And my 
body craved the meat needed to 
build up my blood. 


But we were in the midst of 
the war. The best steaks and the 
prime rib roasts went to the boys 
in s@tvice and to the big hotels 
and expensive eating places which 
I did not patronize. I .would not 
spend $3.50 for a steak. 


One day at Checotah, Oklahoma, 
as ‘I walked down to the little 
cafe where I had my noon meéal 
each day, I was hungry for beef. 
Ordinarily in those war ‘days, with 
rationing, the plate lunch would 
have pig knuckles and sauerkraut, 
or Polish sausage, or macaroni 
and cheese, But as I walked along’ 
I prayed. I said, “Lord, if I were 
home and my wife should ask me 
today just what I wanted, and 
she could get it for me, I would 
suggest that, ‘Please, I would like 
short ribs of beef.’ Lord, it is such 
a little matter, and I will love You 
just the same if You do not want 
to bother, but it would make me 
very happy if I could have the 
beef my body needs.” 


Immediately when I sat down in 
the little cafe the waitress sug- 
gested a choice of two plate 
lunches, and the first one included 
short ribs of beef! She brought 
me a great serving and I had all 
I could eat. And for days after- 
ward I went around witha thrill 
in. my heart like a girl who has 
just gotten a letter from her 
sweetheart! I mean that I had a 
holy joy to remember that I had 
such a God who loved me and 
cared for my needs and would pro- 
vide even such a little detail as 
the kind of meat I had requested 
for a meal. 


I remember so well once when 
in the early days of THE SworpD oF 
THE LorpD, and getting out free 
literature everywhere, I had bills 
amounting to $920 and I laid them 
out before the Lord. I cannot tell 
all the story now. I had gone to 
a small chureh where the pastor 
wanted to extend the meeting be- 
cause my offering was small. I 
refused to break my previous plans 
and go On with servicés in thé 
hope that I could get more money. 
And so the revival campaign closed 
and I got $25 for my two weeks 
of services, but I had committed 
the matter the night before to 
God so completely that I was not 
surprised but filled with joy when 
the next day there came a letter 
with a thousand dollar gift from 
a wholly unknown and wunex- 
pected source! How I walked up 
and déwn that Rock Island train 
pulling out of Wichita, Kansas, 
to Dallas, with that telegram in 
my hand, praising God in my heart 
and weeping tears of joy! 

Oh, the Christian does not need 
to bé downcast, if only he learns 
day by day to take his bur- 
dens to the Lord, to ask and re- 
ceive, and be so in the will of 
God that he can properly ask for 
what the dear Lord Jesus would 
delight to give him. 


No Christian need ever be un- 
happy. If only he will take his 
burdens to the Lord, he can “re- 
joice evermore’ in answered prayer. 


IV. Oh, the Joy Of Souls Won 
by Ministry or Testimony 
and Pleading! 

Doubtless every reader knows 
the familiar story of the shepherd 
with one lost sheep which he 
sought in the wilderness and went 
after it until he found it. “And 
when he hath found it, he layeth 
it on his shoulders, rejoicing. And 
when he cometh home, he calleth 
together his friends and neigh- 
bours, saying unto them, Rejoice 
with me; for I have found. my 
sheep which was lost. I say unto 
you, ‘that likewise joy shall be 
in heaven over one sinner that 
repenteth, more than over ninéty 
and nine just persons, which need 
no repentance” (Luke 15:5-7). 


Oh, the dear Lord Jesus in 
Heaven calls all the saints together 
to rejoice over every soul. saved. 
How glad Jesus is when one is 
saved! 

And then Jesus told: about the 
woman who lost a piece of her 
dowery money and lighted a candle 
and searched the house diligently 
till she found it. And “when she 
hath found it, she calleth her 


friends and her neighbours fto- 
gether, saying, Rejoice with me; 
for I have found the piece which 
I had lost. Likewise, I say unto 
you, there is joy in the presence of 
the angels of God over one sinner 
that repenteth” (Luke 15:9, 10). 


Jesus is saying that even the 
heart of God and of Christ, and 
the hearts of all the redeemed 
now in Heaven, are made glad 
when a soul is saved. But the 
inference also is that good Chris- 
tians everywhere should find their 
highest joy in the salvation of 
sinners. ay 

And there is the story of fthe 
prodigal son who came home from 
the far country with penitence, to 
the father’s arms, and to the fa- 
ther’s table, and to the father’s 
good gifts and forgiveness and pro- 
vision. And they killed the fatted 
ealf and made merry. 


The father explained to the older 
brother, “It is meet that we should 
make merry, and be giad: for this 
thy brother was dead, and is alive 
again; and was lost, and is found” 
(Luke 15:32). 


A time of soul-winning revival 
when the power of God convicts 
and saves the lost is a time of 
great joy. And so it was in Bible 
times too. Philip went down to 
the city of Samaria and preached 
Christ. Devils were cast out, the 
sick were healed, a multitude of 
sinners turned to Christ. And we 
are told, “There was great joy in 
that city” (Acts 8:8). 


How the Apostle Paul delighted 
in those converted under his min- 
istry! To those at Corinth he wrote, 
“Ye are our epistle written in our 
hearts, known and fread of all 
men” (II Cor. 3:2). The Philip- 
pians he addressed as “my breth- 
ren dearly beloved and longed for, 
my joy and crown” (Phil. 4:1). 
These Thessalonian Christians he 
called his “crown of rejoicing” and 
said, “For ye are our glory and 
joy” (1 Thess. 2:20). 


Once in the Avenue Road 
Church in Toronto, I preached to 
a packed house and fifteen adults 
came forward with tears to take 
Christ as Saviour. When I stepped 


‘down from the pulpit while others 


came in for a second service, a 
man accosted me and asked me 
if £ had been “baptized with the 
Holy Ghost” and had talked in 
tongues. He assured me it would 
be a wonderful joy to talk in 
tongues. But-I told him frankly 
that the highest joy I knew was 
to talk in the language people 
could understand, in the power of 
the Holy Ghost, and see people 
come to Christ. “If I can see 
enough sinners come down the 
aisles turning from sin to Christ, 
and be transformed into children 
of God, that will be happiness 
enough for me,” I said. 


In that wonderful Old Testament 
Scripture on soul winning, Psalm 
126:5, 6, we have this sweet word 
about the soul-winner’s joy: 


“They that sow in tears shall 
reap in joy. He that goeth forth 
and weapeth, bearing precious 
seed, shall doubtless come again 
with rejoicing, bringing his sheaves 
with him.” 

We sow in tears, but when we 
win souls we reap with joy! 

We go to labor sowing every- 
where. Some seeds fall by the way- 
side and Satan takes the Word out 
of the hearts of people. Some seeds 
fall on stony ground and in the 
unregenerate hearts do not take 
root. But thank God, some seeds 
fall on good ground and bring 


|forth an abundant harvest. How 


sweet is the soul-winner’s joy! 

And I can assure every Christian 
who makes soul winning the one 
big business of his life that he will 
have a constant joy, that he will 
find himself able to largely ap- 
proximate this constant joy which 
is commanded, to “rejoice alway” 
and “rejoice evermore.” 


V. The Christian Can Have 
Complete Joy in Tribulation 


Before now it was mentioned 
that Paul said a good minister of 
Jesus Christ would prove himself 
“as sorrowful, yet always rejoic- 
ing.” So this godly, blessed re- 
joicing can coexist with sorrow. 
At the same time one may have the 
sorrows and burdens of this world, 
and the joys and glory of the next 
world. So Paul said that he proved 
himself a minister of God “by 
honour and dishonour, by evil ‘re- 
port and good report: as deceivers, 
and yet true; As unknown, and 
yet well known; as dying, and, 
behold, we live; as chastened, and 
not killed; As sorrowful, yet alway 


rejoicing; aS poor, yet making 
many rich; as having nothing, and 
yet possessing all things” (II Cor. 
6 :8-10). 

There is a blessed paradox in the 
Christian life. To be unknown, 
chastened, sorrowful, poor and 
destitute, does not hinder being 
well known, and alive, and pro- 
tected, and rejoicing, making many 
rich, and possessing all things! 
So the world’s sorrows’ and 
troubles need not hinder a Chris- 
tian’s constant joy. A Christian 
can “rejoice always,” can “rejoice 
evermore’ as we are commanded 
to do. 


Oh, but the sweet truth is great- 
er than that! It is not only that 
a Christian can rejoice in spite of 
suffering and sorrow and trouble; 
he can delight in the suffering and 
sorrow and trouble! 


So Paul was inspired to write, 
“And not only so, but we glory 
in tribulations also: knowing that 
tribulation worketh patience; And 
patience, experience; and experi- 
ence, hope: And hope maketh not 
ashamed; because the love of God 
is shed abroad in our hearts by the 
Holy Ghost which is given unto 
us” (Rom, 5:3-5). 


It is not that we glory in some- 
thing else at the time of tribula- 
tion, but we glory in tribulation; 
at least Paul did and so a Chris- 
tian can and should. 

For tribulation is part of the 
“all things” which according to 
Romans 8:28 “work together for 
good” for the Christian. So a 
Christian can know that “no, 
chastening for the present seemeth 
to be joyous, but grievous: never- 
theless afterward it yieldeth the 
peaceable fruit of righteousness 
unto them which are exercised 
thereby” (Heb. 12:11). And so a 
good Christian ean glory in the 
midst of his chastening, his tribula- 
tion. 

Paul had a thorn in the flesh. 
But the Greek word used doés not 
mean a small thorn, it means 
“stake,” such as a big peg driven 
into a helpless prisoner to torture 
him. And this thorn was “‘a messen- 
ger of Satan” sent to buffet Paul 
(II Cor. 12:7). Oh, how earnestly 
Paul besought the Lord, in three 
different periods, that this punish- 
ment, this handicap, this buffeting, 


this temptation, this torment, 
should be taken away! But the 
Lord answered back, “My grace 
is sufficient for thee: for my 


strength is made perfect in weak- 
ness. Most gladly therefore will 
I rather glory in my infirmities, 
that the power of Christ may rest 
upon me. Therefore I take pleasure 
in infirmities, in reproaches, in 
necessities, in persecutions, in dis- 
tresses for Christ’s sake: for when 


-I am weak, then am.I strong” 


(II Cor, 12:9-10). | 

You see, Paul changed his prayer. 
Now he rejoiced in his trouble. 
Now Paul could say, “Most gladly 
therefore will I rather glory in 
my infirmities, that the power of 
Christ may rest upon me.” He 
could even say, ““Therefore I take 
pleasure in infirmities, in _ re- 
proaches, in necessities, in persecu- 
tions, in distresses, for Christ’s 
sake.”’ Paul knew that in his weak- 
ness he would be strong. 

Someone has said that the Lord 
Jesus is too wise to make a mis- 
take and too good to do wrong. 
What He planned for Paul, Paul 
would by faith glory in and delight 
in! 

I do not know-~what was that 
thorn in the flesh. Was it half- 
blinded eyes that made it so he 
must have others. do his writing 
unless he scrawled with great 
letters? Was it some temptation 
perhaps to drink, or the tempta- 
tions which might naturally come 
to a lonely, wifeless, strong man? 
Or was it pride in his great intel- 
lect- and the mighty revelations? 
I do not know. It was in the flesh: 
it was from Satan, Satan meant 
it for evil, but God meant it for 
good! And since Paul knew that 
God had included it in His loving 
plan, Paul could glory in that 
infirmity. 

Oh, it is better to have trouble 
and have Christ prove Himself the 
ever present friend, the answer 
to every need, the satisfaction of 
every hunger and thirst, than not 
to have the trouble! 

Once in Fort Worth, Texas, I 
went to a home to preach the fu- 
neral service for a lovely gir! of fif- 
teen. I went with some dread: I 
knew the little family well. In the 
depression the husband had desert- 
ed his family. ‘The mother with two 


children set out to make a living 


the best she could. She toiled day 


and night. deed she toiled so 
much that the strength was soon 
gone and in her fatigue the white 
plague of tuberculosis brought her 
down. Then, to the concern of a 
proud and independent heart, she 
must go on relief. Now to top 
her calamities, the fifteen-year-old 
girl took sick and died. We were 
to take this poor, frail, thin body 
in our arms and carry her to 
the next room to look in the facaof 
her dead child for the last good- 
bye. What would I say to her, this 
frail, sick woman, deserted by her 
husband, with health gone, and in 
poverty, who had lost her beloved 
daughter? 

But when I came into her pres- 
ence, it was like coming into a 
sunlit place of flowers and beauty! 
She smiled so sweetly to see me 
and took my hand into hers and 
although the tears ran down her 
face she smiled and said, “Brother 
Rice, Jesus said, ‘I will not leave 
you comfortless: I will come to 
you’ and He came, Brother Rice! 
He came!” She comforted me. 


Oh, this world has no sorrows 
that Heaven cannot heal. And 
thank God they can be healed now. 
We can rejoice evermore and we 
can even glory in tribulation that 
Christ’s will may be done and that 
God’s good plan may be worked 
out! 


VI. The Christian Is to Rejoice 
Greatly in Persecution 
for Christ’s Sake 


It is sad that Christians live so 
well in this world, that they are 
so well received in the midst of 
a wicked race that crucified Jesus 
Christ and scorns sin still! It issad 
that our kind of Christianity, our 
churchés, our sermons, our Chris- 
tian work should be so popular in 
a world which is condemned, a 
world which does not know, and 
will not have Jesus Christ! Oh, the 
Christian ought to learn, “Be not 
eonformed to this world: but be 
ye transformed ... .” He ought 
to learn that while we are in this 
world, we are not at home in this 
world. This day ought not to be 
a day for crowns but a day for 
crosses. Christ is still despised 
and rejected of men, and if we 
were enough like Him we too 
would be despised and rejected! 
Some people boast that more than 
half of the population now in the 
United States. aré mémbers of 
Some church. Alas, for our boast- 


= 


ing, that includes all the moder- |‘ 


nists, ail the Catholics, all the false 
cults, all the Christian Scientists, 
all the Unitarians, all the Christ- 
rejecting Jews. Our church mem- 
bership has very little relationship 
to real Bible Christianity in these 
days and in most cases. 


O God, give us again some of 
the reproach and persecution of 
New Testament Christianity! The 
servant is no better than his Lord. 
If the Lord Jesus was hated and 
erucified, surely God’s. people 
ought to be persecuted. There is a 
curse of God on our popular Chris- 
tianity, for Jesus said, “Woe unto 
you, when all men shall speak well 
of you! for so did their fathers to 
the false prophets” (Luke 6:26). 


Oh, it is blessed to be persecu- 
ted! It is blessed to suffer for 
Jesus’ sake. 


In Matthew 5:1-12 we have the 
beatitudes and then come down 
to a grand climax. Let us read 
them again and put the emphasis 
where the Lord Jesus put it. Jesus 
said, “Blessed are the poor in 
spirit: for their’s is the kingdom 
of heaven”—13 words. 

“Blessed are they that mourn: 
for they shall be comforted,’—10 
words 

“Blessed are the meek: for they 
shall inherit the earth.”—10 words. 

“Blessed are they which do 
hunger and thirst after righteous- 
ness: for they shall be filled.”’— 
15 words. 


“Blessed are the merciful: for 
they shall obtain mercy.”’—9 
words. 


“Blessed are the pure in heart: 
for they shall see God.”’—11 words. 

“Blessed are the peacemakers: 
for they shall be called the chil- 
dren of God.”—13 words. 

And then comes the seventh and 
climaxing beatitude on’ persecu- 
tion: 

“Blessed are they which are 
persecuted for righteousness’ sake: 
for their’s is the kingdom of 
heaven. Blessed are ye, when men 
shall revile you, and persecute you, 
and shall say all manner of evil 
against you falsely, for my sake. 
Rejoice, and be exceeding glad: for 
great is your reward in heaven: 


for S86 persecuted they the 
prophets whith were béfore you” — 
A total of 62 words! 

I believe in the verbal inSpiration 
of the Scriptures. I believe that 
the order of the beatitudes was 
planned By the Saviour. And I 
believe that His strong elaboration 
of this beatitude is an emphasis 
which we ought not to avoid. The 
shortest of the beatitudes with its 
promised blessing is—“Blessed are 
the merciful: for they shall obtain 
mercy” 9 words. And the longest 
of the others besides the seventh 
is “Blessed are they which do 
hunger and thirst after righteous- 
ness: for they shall be filled” 15 
words. But the blessing on the 
persecuted is four tiries as great! 
Oh, then we can understand why 
the dear Lord JeSus did not say 
that all these others are to rejoice. 
They are blessed, but the one who 
is persecuted for Jesus’ sake is 
so blessed that he should “rejoice, 
and. be excééding glad.” Or in the 
language of Jésus in Luke 6:23, 
“Rejoice ye ih that day, and leap 
for joy.” Then we are invited, yea, 
we are commanded to rejoice in be- 
ing persecuted for righteousness’ 
sake and for Jesus’ sake! So were 
all the prophets of the past. And 
these have great reward in 
Heaven! 


“Faith of our fathers! living still

May I humbly say I have lost 
many friends for Jesus’ sake, lost 
friends because I preach plain the 
Scripture truths, because I expose 
gin, because I oppose modernism, 
because I stress soul winning. God 
forgive me because I did not al- 
ways rejoice over the suffering and 
sorrow! But I think I may Say 
also that there has been a great 
joy and a happy expectancy of 
reward, because I have been 
counted worthy to suffer some loss 
some shame for the Lord 
Jesus. 

Once in some times of trial I 
prayed that the Lord would help 
me to be resigned to be abused and 
misunderstood, and that I would 
be resigned and not rebellious 
about losing friends. But the Lord 
seemed to rebuke me sharply and 
to say, “I do not ask you to be 
resigned; I ask you to delight, 
to rejoice in persecution and tribu- 
lation.” Resignation is not enough! 
A Christian should take real joy 
in being counted worthy to suffer 
shame for Jesus! For great is the 
reward in Heaven! If we suffer 
with Him we shall also reign with 
Him. 


Vil. A Christian May Have 
the Joy of Daily Forgiveness, 
Cleansing Fellowship 
With God 


God is not far away from every 
Christian. God the Spirit dwells 
in our bodies, which are His tem- 
ple. Every Christian has “Christ in 
you, the hope of glory.” So con- 
scious, happy fellowship is not only 
possible, but is a normal and 
proper life for a Christian every 
day. This is part of the joy of 
salvation. This is part of the reason 
why the Christian can and ought 


to “rejoice alway,” and ought to 
“rejoice evermore.” 
But we are still in the flesh. 


Like Paul, all of us can properly 
say, “When I would do good, evil 
is present with me” (Rom. 7:21). 
We can say with inspired language, 
“In me (that is, in my flesh,) 
dwelleth no good thing.” Every 
Christian struggles with the old 
man. But thank God provision is 
made so that the Christian can 
have the joy of daily cleansing 
and daily forgiveness and con- 
tinued fellowship. 


In I John 1:3 and 4, this matter 
of fullness of joy, in fellowship 
with the Father and the Son, is 
mentioned: 


“That which we have seen and 
heard declare we unto you, that 
ye also may have fellowship with 
us: and truly our fellowship is 
with the Father, and with his 
Son Jesus Christ. And these things 
write we unto you, that your joy 
may be full.” 

Now let us read on and see what 
is the plan of God for a Christian 
written by the inspired pen of 
John, “that your joy may be full.” 

“This then is the message which 
we have heard of him, and declare 
unto you, that God is light, and 
in him is no darkness at all. If 
we say that we have fellowship 
with him, and walk in darkness, 
we lie, amd do not the truth: But 
if we walk in the light, as he is in 
the light, we have fellowship one 
with another, and the blood of Je- 
sus Christ his Son cleanseth us 
from all sin. If we say that we 
have no sin, we deceive ourselves, 
and the truth is not in us. If we 
confess our sins, he is farthful 
and just to forgive us our sins, and 
to cleanse us from all unrighteous- 
ness.”—I John 1:5-9. 


God is light. Real fellowship 
with God would mean that we 
walk in the light, and so in joy. 
And as we.walk in the light, “we 
have fellowship one with another, 
and the blood of Jesus Christ his 
Son cleanseth us from all sin.” 


We are sdlemnly warned that 
Wwe need not depend on sinlessness, 
for “if we say that we have no 
sin, we deceive ourselves, and the 
truth is not in us.” But here is the 
blessed promise. “If we confess our 
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sins, he is faithful and just to for- 
give us our sins, and to cleanse 
us from all unrighteousness.” 

We notice with great joy that 
in verse 7 above, “The blood of 
Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us 
from all sin.” Note the tense: not 
cleansed one time, but cleanseth, 


| continually. It is a continuing 


action, daily experienced by the 
Christian, if he walks in the light, 
and if every known sin is confessed 
and forsaken day by day. Chris- 
tians do sin, but as long as we 
never harbor sin, nor excuse it, 
nor long for it, but openly confess 
it and take sides with God against 
sin when it comes to our attention, 
then the fellowship will be un- 
broken and we will walk in the 
light and have the fellowship of 
God. And thus, the Scripture says 
our joy may be full! 

It is a great tragedy when we 
Christians sin. Sin is always a 
tragedy and it is hateful to God, 
even though it be in the dearest 
of His children. And so in the fol- 
lowing chapter, I John 2:1, 2, we 
read: 

“My little children, these things 
write I unto you, that ye sin not. 
And if any man sin, we have an 
advocate with the Father, Jesus 
Christ the righteous: And he is the 
propitiation for our sins: amd not 
for our’s only, but also for the 
sins of the whole world.” 


We ought not to sin. Oh, with 
holy concern we should buffet our 
bodies; we should mortify the 
deeds of the flesh; we should flee 
youthful lusts. But “if any man 
Sin, we have an advocate with the 
Father, Jesus Christ the right- 
eous.”” Oh, the blood of Jesus still 
avails! Not only was the blood of 
Christ sufficient to redeem my soul 
and save me, but the blood of 
Christ is still available for daily 
cleansing. That is part of the bar- 
gain. Christ is faithful to forgive 
and cleanse out of the way of fel- 
lowship every sin that is confessed 
to Him. And He ever lives, our 
blessed high ‘priest, to intercede 
for us. 


Thus a Christian may live a 
life of daily cleansing, and daily 
walking in sweet fellowship, and 
so know the way “that your joy 
may be full”! 

Sin is a sad thing, but I thank 
God for the mercy beyond all 
measure, the lovingkindness that 
cannot be explained or understood 
but can only be accepted with 
erateful heart! The dear Lord 
knows our frame. He remembers 
that we are dust. “Like as a father 
pitieth his children, so the Lord 
pitieth them that fear him” (Psa. 
103:13). And so the heart that 
day by day seeks to please the 
Lord and walks in the light, and 
when he finds sin in-his: life con- 
fesses it and turns from it, need 
never lack the fellowship, the 
joy of salvation, and so the full- 
ness of joy which is promised! 
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VIII. The Christian Properly 
Lives in Joyful Anticipation 
of Heaven, the Hope of Glory 


The child of God is certain for 
Heaven. He has been made “a 
partaker of the divine nature” 
(II Peter 1:4). He can properly 
say, “We have now received the 
atonement.” He can say, “Beloved, 
now are we the sons of God... ” 
(I John 3:2). “There is therefore 
now no condemnation to them that 
are in Christ Jesus...” (Rom. 
8:1). And “He that believeth on 
the Son hath everlasting life...” 
(John 3.36). Oh, the glad certainty, 
the eternal blessedness for every 
one who has trusted in Christ for 
salvation. 

That is the plain statement of 
God in Romans 5:1 and 2: 

“Therefore being justified by 
faith, we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ: 
By whom also we have access by 
faith into this grace wherein we 
stand, and rejoice in hope of the 
glory of God.” 

We are justified. We have peace 
with God, the Scripture says. God 
has counted us as if we had never 
sinned. Jesus was counted guilty 
and died in our place. We are 
counted innocent and righteous, 
because His righteousness is now 
imputed to us. So the Scripture 
says that we stand in grace, “and 
rejoice in the hope of the glory 
of God.” There is a glad hope, 
an expectancy of eternal glory, the 
same glory of the Father. That 
is to be ours. It is a blessed antici- 
pation! 

Of course we understand that 
if our salvation depended on our 
own righteousness, depended on 
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holding out faithful, we would have 
no assurance of the future. Many, 
many people do not have the joy 
of salvation because they think 
that getting to Heaven depends 
largely on their own faithfulness. 
No one can have perfect assurance 
of salvation until he casts the 
entire burden on the Lord Jesus 
and depends on the price already 
paid, on the blood poured out, 
that Christ by His death on the 
cross has ‘satisfied the proper 
divine judgment on sin, and now 
that we are held guiltless as far 
as the duty of our souls is con- 
cerned, when we put our trust in 
the atoning sacrifice Christ offered 
on Calvary. 

It is proper then to rejoice in 
the prospect of Heaven. So Jesus 
told His disciples before He went 
away, “Let not your heart be 
troubled: ye believe in God, believe 
also in me. In my Father’s house 
are many mansions: if it were not 
so, I would have told you. I go to 
prepare a place for you. And if 
I go and prepare a place for you, 
I will come again, and receive 
you unto myself; that where I 
am, there ye may be also” (John 
14:1-3). 

Here Jesus gives the prospect of 
Heaven, the prospect of the Fa- 
ther’s house where there is plenty 
of room, or Jesus would have told 
us, And He has promised to come 
again to receive us unto Himself. 


The dear Lord Jesus Himself 
set us a good example in looking 
forward with joy to that time 
when all the saints come from the 
east and the west to sit down 
with Abraham and Isaac and Jacob 
in the kingdom of God. Oh happy 
wedding feast, when Christ Him- 
self is the bridegroom and when the 
bride is to be adorned in the per- 
fect righteousness which He has 
furnished! We are told that we 
should look to Jesus and be like 
Him, “who for the joy that was 
set before him endured the cross, 
despising the shame, and is set 
down at the right hand of the 
throne of God” (Heb. 12:2). The 
dear Lord Jesus, buoyed up by the 
anticipation of the joyful time 
when He will joyfully greet all the 
multitude of the saved, in Heaven, 
was glad to face the cross. 

And that joy of the Saviour is 
anticipated in Isaiah 53, “He shall 
see of the travail of his soul, and 
Shall be satisfied...” (Isa. 53:11). 
It is not surprising, nor vain that 
the last two chapters of the Bible 
tell such marvelous truths about 
the heavenly city, the new Jeru- 
salem. Oh, the river of life and the 
trees of life, with leaves for the 
healing of the nations, and all man- 
ner of fruit! Oh that fair city with 
streets of gold and gates of pear! 
and foundation of precious stones 
and jasper! Oh, that city with 
no night, forever lighted by the 
presence of God and the Lamb! 
Oh, that city where God Himself 
shall wipe away all tears and there 
will be no more death nor sorrow 
nor crying, for the former things 
are passed away! 

So the Christian properly de- 
delights in the prospect of Heaven. 

The Christian can remember 
that there is a pay-day coming 
for the faithful. Those who suffer 
now for Christ will rule with Him 
then. Those who turn many to 
righteousness shall shine as the 
stars forever and ever! (Dan. 
12:3). Those who mourn shall be 
comforted and many who are last 
now will be first then! Wonderful 
joy of Heaven! The Christian ought 
to think often of Heaven, ought 
to sing happy songs about Heaven, 
and ought to look forward with 
glad anticipation to reunion 
with loved ones and with Christ 
there. 

Surely, surely, the Christian 
who meditates on all these grounds 
of holy joy and happiness will ask 
for grace to obey the Scriptures 
and “rejoice alway, and again I 
Say, rejoice,” and again “rejoice 
evermore.” 


Conclusion 
How the Christian Should Re- 
act in a Life of Constant 
Rejoicing 
What is the normal expression 
of Christian joy? “What shall I 
render to the Lord for all his 
benefits?” Let me suggest that 
these manifestations of our joy 
are part of the secret of joy. One 
should rejoice not only as he be- 
comes the passive receiver of joy 
that may flood his heart from on 
high. Rather the Christian ought 
to actively rejoice, to comfort 
himself and encourage himself in 


the Lord, and to live in the fullness 
of joy which is commanded and 
offered. And how then should a 
Christian express this joy and 
cultivate this joy? 

First of all, surely, we should be 
thankful. 


In I Thessalonians 5:16 we are 
commanded, “Rejoice evermore,” 
And in verse 18 we are command- 
ed, “In every thing give thanks: 
for this is the will of God in 
Christ Jesus concerning you.” 
These are twin commands for twin 
blessings. Perhaps rather they are 
parts of the same thing. How could 
one be properly joyful without be- 
ing properly thankful? 

In Philippians too, we find that 
rejoicing and thanksgiving are con- 
nected. In Philipians 4:4-7 we 
read: 

“Rejoice in the Lord alway: and 
agam I say, Rejoice. Let your 
moderation be known wnto all 
men. The Lord is at hand. Be 
careful for nothing; but in every 
thing by prayer and supplication 
with thanksgwing let your re- 
quests be made known unto God. 
And the peace of God, which pas- 
seth all understanding, shall keep 
your hearts and minds through 
Christ Jesus.” 


We are to rejoice in the Lord 
alway. And part of this rejoicing 
is that we should be free of care 
and anxiety. And the way to do 
that is “in every thing by prayer 
and supplication with thanksgiving 
let your requests be made known 
unto God.” And in this way that 
inexpressible peace of God will 
surround and master and protect 
and keep our hearts. 


To rejoice alway one must in 
everything pray with thanksgiving! 
Ingratitude is one of the basest 
of sins. Shakespeare’s King Lear, 
when his wicked older daughters 
took his property and cast him.out, 
cried out, “How sharper than a 
serpent’s tooth it is to have a 
thankless child!” And how must 
God feel about His thankless chil- 
dren? 

The Psalmist was inspired to 
write, “Bless the Lord, O my soul: 
and all that is within me, bless his 
holy name. Bless the Lord, Q my 
soul, and forget not all his bene- 
fits” (Psa. 103:1, 2), and. then 


the Psalmist counted all the major 


benefits. A Christian ought to 
count his blessings, ought to name 
them, remember them, be joyful 
about them, and thank God fo: 
them! 

Psalm 34:1 says, “I will bless 
the Lord at all times: his praise 
Shall continually be in my mouth.” 
Praise is the normal and proper 
expression of joy. All our joy is 
from God. He ought to have the 
glory. 


“Oh, how can | love Thee enough, dear 
Redeemer, 

How eer repay my Friend? 

I'll spread the glad sound of my praise and 
my heart love. 

On every joyful wind.” 


Thanks to God and praise to 
God before others ought to be the 
normal and happy outcome of the 
Christian’s joyful heart. 

How the Lord delights in our 
praises. The Scripture says, “Let 
every thing that hath breath 
praise the Lord” (Psa. 150:6). 
Surely, better than angels who 
never sinned and never knew for- 
giveness, better than lost people 
would ever do, better than animals 
or plants and planets and worlds, 
the born-again child of God ought 
to praise the Lord. 

And the joyful heart ought to 
sing. The holy exultation ought to 
put lilt in our voices and melody in 
our hearts. We are commanded to 
be “speaking to yourselves in 
psalms and hymns and spiritual 
songs, singing and making melody 
in your heart to the Lord; Giving 
thanks always for all things unto 
God and the Father in the name 


of our Lord Jesus Christ” (Eph. | th 


9:19, 20). Too often singing in 
Christian services is left only for 
the trained or for those with 
musical gift. Rather songs ought 
to be an outburst of praise and 
petition and joy which are normal 
for every Christian. 

And, of course, the joyful Chris- 
tian must be the obedient one, and 
we, with glad witness everywhere 
we go, ought to urge people to 
trust the Saviour. And an over- 
flowing joy in the power of the 
Spirit will have more to do with 
results from our testimony than 
nearly anything else. Too often our 
testimony is weak or absent be-

By God’s grace that 
has possibly been true, yet my 
freedom has cost me even the 
friendship of some of my dearest 
friends among the leaders of the 
Methodist church. It is freedom 
at too great a price. So, were I 
a young man, I would preach 
somewhere and in some fellowship 
where I could still preach the gos- 
pel I have always preached, pro- 
claim the doctrines I have always 
proclaimed, and defend the heri- 
tage I have proudly defended from 
my youth. I think I could find 


-such a fellowship. 


This might possibly be the time 
and place for a review of my more 
than sixty years as a Methodist 
preacher, which began in Abing- 
don, Virginia, when I was licensed 
to preach in 1896. Later, at the 
session of Holston Conference in 
1903, I was admitted on trial and 
in 1905, into full connection as an 
itinerant Methodist preacher. Dur- 
ing my student years, I served 
Pocahontas, West Virginia, Eliza- 
bethton, Tennessee, and Cumber- 
land Gap, Va.-Tenn. My first regu- 
lar pastorate was Norton, Virginia. 
At the end of two years, I married 
Nelle Reeves and we were. sent 
to LaF allette, Tennessee. We Were 
transferred by Bishop E. E. Hoss 
to Central Texas Conference in 
1906 and sent to the Grandview 
Circuit. Two years later we were 
appointed to First Church, Tem- 
ple, Texas. Four years later, “we 
went to University Church, Austin, 
Texas. After four years there, the 
“time limit” necessitated another 
move and we were sent to First 
Church, Paris, Tex Another 
four years went by and in 1920 
we were transferred by Bishop 
DuBose to Trinity Methodist 
Church, Los Angeles, where we 
served until June, 1953. 

These have been happy, hectic 
full of activity and crowned 
with more than average success. 
Through it all my wonderful wife 
and my loyal, devoted family of 
five sons and two daughters have 
made the journey more than a 
pleasant one. I have not done all 
I would like to have done, but I 
have actually tried. I have worked 
at it—hard! This I may say: I 
have never changed my course for 
promotion, preferment or reward. 
I think my enemies agree with my 
friends that I could have been a 
Bishop in the church at very little 
cost to me in my convictions. But 
I refused to alter them. 


I have been a fundamentalist in 
my theology from my boyhood, I 
have found no necessity of making 
any changes in my loyalty to the 
faith once delivered. I believe in 
God as the creator of aH men.
